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WHY A NATIONAL BUILDING CORPORATION ? 


NE of the questions that is pazzling the building 

industry to-day is the curious method adopted for 
disclosing the details of the National Building Cor- 
poration. Two references in the House of Commons 
constitute the only official pronouncements on this 
important subject; such other details as are known 
have filtered into the Press in various unofficial ways. 
Thus Mr. Luke Fawcett is to be the chairman; Mr. 
Woolstencroft and Mr. Coppock are members of the 
Corporation; the managing director will be Mr. W. 
Smith, of the Manchester Corporation building depart- 
ment; and the Corporation is to direct the efforts of 
a mobile building force of 10,000 operatives “ who 
will be volunteers, guaranteed a full working week, 
given lodging and other allowances, and assured of the 
highest. conditions in the industry.” These things are 
spoken of as facts, yet no official statement or con- 
frmation is forthcoming. 

The question prompts itself: Has the Government 
adopted this course of unofficial disclosure with the 
idea of allowing the industry to become accustomed to 
the plan of a national building department ? 

Alternatively, is the Government beginning to have 
doubts of the success of the plan? A brief examination 
of the likely consequences may point to an answer. 

(1) The Operatives. The conditions of engagement, 
if substantially in agreement with the statement quoted, 
seem likely to create a privileged class of operative, 
having a “full”? guaranteed week, special allowances 
and “ the highest conditions in the industry.” Leaving 
aside the possible effects on these’ 10,000 men, such 
privileges are highly likely to react adversely on local 
labour, which, in addition to being deprived, in the 
initial stages at least, of the natural satisfaction of 
rebuilding their own blitzed cities, see “ foreigners” 
placed in a privileged category. Such reaction may 
take several forms, but none likely to be to the benefit 
of the work. 

(2) The Employers. The Corporation is bound to 
antagonise local employers, who naturally see both 
livelihood and means of contribution to the common 
weal vanishing. Employers see no reason—once the 
main framework of redevelopment is established— 
why they should not be enabled and, indeed, encouraged 
to fill in the picture. With their knowledge of local 
conditions and local labour, it would be both equitable 
and economical to set them to work—equitable because 
every man should have the right to play his part in the 
rebuilding of his home; economical because direct 
labour has yet to be proved cheaper, quicker or more 
efficient than contract work. 


We have heard the opinion advanced that the scale 
of some of the rebuilding work—e.g., at Coventry or 
Plymouth—is too vast for the private builder to under- 
take. This seems to us to be only slightly less than 
absurd. The key to the execution of any operation of 
such magnitude as the rebuilding of the greater part 
of a city lies in the skilled large-scale building organiser, 
and where, it may be asked, can such men be found 
except in the ranks of the largest private building firms ? 


It is nothing short of folly to suggest that an industry 
which was capable of undertaking the defence works of 
Britain in 1940 or the “ Mulberry ” scheme of 1945 is 
not capable of organising the largest seale works within 
its own province of building. It is true that such 
organisers are few; all the more reason for use being 
made of the one industry which numbers them within 
its organisation. 

There is, indeed, reason to believe that it is inability 
to find men of sufficient experience which is giving the 
Corporation its biggest “headache,” beside which the 
shortage of materials, great though it is, takes second 


"place. 


(3) The Public. The third group directly affected 
by the proposals is the public, which will, in the long 
run, pay for its houses in money and for the lack of 
them in suffering. Were Mr. Bevan’s scheme likely to 
result in the speedy and economical erection of large 
numbers of houses to let, the public could hardly be 
expected to interest itself overmuch in the principle of 
justice between public building departments and free 
enterprise working within a framework. But this 
proposed National Building Corporation does not add 
a single brick or ton of cement, or a single operative or 
labourer to the pool of materials or men. All it seems 
likely to do is to set up more controlling machinery for 
materials on the one hand, and to drive a wedge between 
the ranks of the operatives, thus creating two classes, 
one privileged and the other discontented. At the same 
time it is alienating the effective good will of the 
building employers and thereby losing the whole wealth 
of experience they possess. 

The conclusions we must reach from the above are 
that the Government may well be reconsidering the 
situation. Certainly, it is in no hurry to make an 
official pronouncement on the Corporation. Significant 
also are two recent announcements, one by the Director 
of the National House-Builders’ Registration Council 
that a place is to be found in the house-building scheme 
for free enterprise to erect houses for sale to local 
authorities ; and, second, the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning’s statement in the House of Commons 
on May 8 that “ private enterprise will be encouraged 
to participate in building houses by taking leases for 
parts of the area of a town. The small builders will 
not be shut out, nor will the private person desiring 
to build a single house.” Mr. Silkin’s statement arose 
certainly from the debate on the New Towns Bill, but 
it may be considered as a straw in the wind. 

The whole building industry will join with us in 
expressing the hope that these portents are accurate. 
Were Mr. Bevan’s plans likely to produce the houses so 
urgently needed, we believe that the building industry 
would support them, even though against its own 
interests; they cannot do so without complete dis- 
ruption of a complicated trade, a factor which would 
lose the housing battle on time alone. We shall hope 
to see wiser counsels prevail and the Government 
abandon a plan which, because it is against nature, is 
not likely to succeed.

Sweden Seeing Britain’s Plans. 

Sir Parrick ApeRcRomBIE, Professor of 
Town Planning in London University and 
author of the London Regional Plan, left 
for Stockholm on May 20 to lecture for the 
British Council in connection with a Town 
Planning Exhibition arranged by the 
British Council and the R.1.B.A. His sub- 
jects will be “‘ Replanning Civic Centres 
of War-damaged Towns”’ and ‘ New 
Towns for Old.” 

The Exhibition shows how British plan- 
ners are dealing with difficulties due to 
such factors as industrial changes, war 
damage and slums. There are development 
plans, with illustrations, of Ashford, 
Coventry,. Durham, Exeter, Manchester, 
Norwich and Plymouth, and historical ex- 
amples of town-planning shown include 
Regency London and Bath. The Ministry 
of Sone and Country Ping has pro- 
vided statistical maps and _ illustrations 
dealing with basic industries, communica- 
tions, land utilisation, population density 
and other planning data, and exhibits ex- 

laining the development of a ‘“ Neigh- 

ourhood Unit,”’ and how planning news 
is made available to the British public. 
Other sections deal with housing and the 
work of the Ordnance and Geological Sur- 
veys, and its relation to planning. There 
is a reference library and British films on 
the subject will be shown.

At the Fife Road Board meeting in 
Cupar, on Friday, May 3, it was stated 
that the architect for the Forth Road 
Bridge, Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A., 
P.-P.R.I.B.A., will be paid a fee of 
10,000 guineas. Sir Giles had submitted 
a letter apienpiing that he was prepared 
to co-operate with the engineers in the 
preparation of the plans of the bridge at 
this fee, which would cover the scale 
drawings necessary to show all features 
affecting the appearance of the bridge, 
the preparation of the working details for 
the carrying out of the work, and also 
the necessary supervision and attendance 
at meetings, but not travelling expenses 
and any perspective views that might be 
required. 


New L.C.C. Architect. 

Mr. Rosert Martuew, A.R.I.B.A., 
who, as announced exclusively in The 
Builder last week, will on May 28 be ap- 
pointed Architect to the L.C.C. in succes- 
sion to Mr. J. H. Forshaw, is the elder 
son of John F. Matthew, F.R.1.B.A., of Sir 
Robert Lorimer and Matthew, the Edin- 
burgh firm of architects. Among other 
works, they were responsible for the 
Scottish National War Memorial at the 
Castle in Edinburgh. 

After a brilliant career at the Art 
College, in the course of which he won 
the Pugin, the Arthur Cates Prize, the 
Bossom Gold Medal and was Soane 
Medallist, Mr. Matthew held several im- 
portant architectural positions, official 
and unofficial. Some years ago he was 
appointed Chief Architect for City Plan- 
ning at St. Andrew’s House, Edinburgh, 
a position which he now relinquishes to 
go to County Hall. He was one of a short 


list of four for the appointment, and the 
youngest was selected. 
still ufider 40. 


Mr. Matthew is 
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Mr. Matthew’s younger brother Stuart 
is also an architect. After being engaged 
on Government work during the war, he 
joined the family firm and_ quickly 
brought new distinction to it by winning 
the Thistle Foundation competition for a 
design for a group of buildings to be 
erected in Edinburgh for the housing and 
treatment of severely disabled Scottish 
ex-Service officers and men. 


An Exhibition at the A.A. 

An exhibition is now on view at the 
A.A. of work executed by members whilst 
serving overseas with H.M. Forces. It 
records impressions of India, Italy and 
Egypt among other places. Naturally, 
architectural subjects predominate. 
Amongst the exhibits may be noted 
‘Copper Bazaar, Baghdad,’ by Eric 
Reinburgh, and a street scene in the same 
city by the same artist. The former, an 
impeemsianiatic deowing in wash, is a good 
subject, but the background tones are 
equal to the foreground, which cause it 
to lose perspective value. The latter 
drawing is in line, pen and ink. Both 
drawings show promise. ‘‘ Houses in 
Quer Strate Celle,” by F. W. Flaxman, is 
a picturesque subject shown by bold 
brushwork, ‘‘ A Doorway in Italy,” by W. 
A. Warland, is a free and happy recording 
of an old Italian woman seated in a door- 
way. ‘‘Schooners in Newfoundland,’’ by 
David Pye, is a careful line drawing lightly 
washed in colour; it has perspective value, 
which so many of the exhibits lack. 
The design for ‘‘ The Third Infantry Divi- 
sion,’’ by G. Lewis, has quite a good lay- 
out, and a model ably illustrates the de- 
sign. This exhibit is one of the most 
serious shown. ‘‘ Project for an Officers’ 
Mess at Plori,’’? by Michael Vestris, is 
well worked out and the simple elevational 
treatment is in accordance with modern 
ideas. ‘Design for a house at 
Lopham, near Bruges,”’ by Keith Aitken, 
is interesting on its plan, and with well- 
chosen material its simplicity of eleva- 
tional treatment should be pleasing. Many 
excellent + weg Tee add to the attrac- 
tiveness of the exhibition. Space prevents 
mention of a number of other attractive 
subjects. The exhibition remains open 
until Saturday, June 1.

In 
Norwich he was responsible for extensions to the City Asylum 
and Isolation Hospital. One of his most interesting works was 
the restoration of the ancient Guildhall. He also carried out

On return to England after serving as major in the Royal Engi- 
neers from 1916 to 1921 in France and Egypt, he obtained appoint- 
ment as Chief Architectural Assistant to the City of Birmingham, 
and in 1925 he was selected from a very large number of appli- 
cants to undertake similar duties for the City of Liverpool.

Variations of density in the 
development of the site are therefore 
only slight.’ Owing to the high den- 
sity requirements set out in the condi- 
tions, the majority, of the flats are in 
tall blocks. These are built as high 
as the regulations permit, in this case 
either eight storeys or nine storeys. 
The lower blocks are either three 
storeys (flats) or four storeys (super- 
imposed maisonette dwellings) and do 
not require lifts, 


The flat blocks are spaced in accord- 
ance with’ the County of London Plan

recommendations. Minimum distances 
between blocks are :— 

3-4 storeys, 80 ft. apart. 

7 storeys, 150 ft. apart. 
8 storcys,* 165 ft. apart. 
9 storeys, 175 ft. apart. 

* With. set-back. 

GENERAL ARRANGEMENT.—The majori'y 
of blocks are placed at right angles to 
the river. These are almost excl)- 
sively the tall blocks. Blocks running 
parallel with the river grade up from 
three storeys on the Grosvenor-road 
frontage to seven storeys on the Lupus- 
street, front. The aim is to site 1s 
many flats. as possible with views, 
either direct. or oblique, on to the 
river, the great majority running 
approximately, N.-S. The roads are 
treated purely as service and internal 
access roads. The main access road 
is 21 ft. wide and lesser roads 14 {1 
Culs-de-sac serving flats are 10 ii. 
There are no road junctions with 
Grosvenor-road. Garage space for 200 
cars is provided in the basement of 
the service garage with direct access 
to Grosvenor-road. The boundary wall 
on Grosvenor-road frontage is banked 
up with soil and grass. 

Open Spaces.—Open spaces are gener- 
ous and are laid out as lawns. green 
spaces planted with shrubs and trees, 
and spaces subdivided into small en- 
closed public gardens. There are adso 
enclosed private gardens off the 
maisonette dwellings. “There are two 
fitted children’s playgrounds, each 
with a covered play-space. Toddlers’ 
play-spaces, 13 in all, are spaced at 
frequent intervals. Generally speak- 
ing, there is one such space, approxi- 
mately 30 ft. by 20 ft., for every two 
tall blocks of flats. Special buildings 
include boiler-house, two laundries, 
four public-houses, three nursery 
schools (each for 40 children), 18 shops 
along Lupus-street frontage, 
munity and youth centre, restaurant, 
day nursery, chapel of rest, public con- 
veniences, etc. 

Fiats.—Two main types of access 
have been used for the flats: (a) direct 
access in pairs; (b) open gallery 
access. There is also a form of access 
as a variant of (a), with three flats 
off one staircase. 

Section I (which would be the first 
to be built) would contain 12 one-room 
flats (336 sq. ft.) for old people; four 
one-room flats (336 sq. ft.) on eighth 
floor; 60 two-room flats (416 or 420 
sq. ft.); 256 three-room flats (672 
sq. ft.); 86 four-room flats (784 sq. ft.); 
87 four-room maisonettes (826 sq. ft.); 
and 16 five-room flats (877-sq. ft.). All 
dwellings would have built-in ward- 
robes and cupboards; kitchen equip- 
ment is in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the “ Design of Dwell- 
ings’ report and ‘‘ Housing Manual, 
1944.” Flats are equipped with 
central heating and central hot water. 
radiators being placed below windows. 
Staircases are 3 ft. 6 in. wide. Lifts 
are provided in all seven-, eight- and 
nine-storey blocks... Prams and 
bicyele sheds are provided. for each 
dwelling in form of lock-up wire-mesh 
cages.

Construction.—The dwelling blocks 
are divided into three classes, accord- 
ing to their structures: (a) Reinforced 
concrete framing with cavity-wall in- 


filling: eight and nine storeys high; 
(}) Monolithic reinforced concrete 


blocks with precast slab lining, con- 
taining maisonette dwellings: three, 
four and seven storeys high; (c) blocks 
with load-bearing walls: three storeys 
high. 

Cost.—Costs per cubic foot are based 
on March, 1939, prices plus 80 per 
cent. The nine-storey flats are esti- 
mated at 2s. 13d., while others vary 
from 2s. 14d. to 2s. 3d. The total esti- 
mated cost of the dwelling blocks for 
Section I is £548,000 (5,087,006 cu. ft.). 

SPECIAL Precautions.—Particular im- 
portance has been attached to planning 
against noise and against vermin. All 
construction is fire-resisting, and alter- 
native means of fire escape is provided 
in all the taller blocks of flats. The 
standards of thermal insulation are 
high. 

ARCHITECTURAL TREATMENT.—In order 
to accentuate the contrast in height 
and mass between the tall blocks and 
the low blocks, the facades of each 
have been treated in different ways. 
In the low blocks, windows are deeply 
recessed into the walls. In the high 
blocks, external walls have been kept, 
as far as possible, in the form of simple 
Planes by setting the windows near 
the outside of the walls. For further 
contrast, balcony fronts of the low 
blocks are of open wire mesh, whereas 
baleony fronts of the tall blocks, where 
exposure is more severe, are solid. The 
three distinct types of block dwelling: 


Harrison, Seel and Hawkes. 


(1) Eight- and nine-storeyed; (2) 
** maisonette ’ blocks; and (3) three- 
storey load-bearing blocks, have dif- 
ferent external finishes, viz.: (1) Brick 
facing; (2) pre-cast concrete’ block 
facing; and (3) coloured scraped ren- 
dering on foam-slag concrete blocks. 
The flat blocks with frontages on to 
Grosvenor-road are treated in an essen- 
tially domestic way, comparable in 
character with the three-storey stuc- 
coed terrace houses of the early 
nineteenth century. 


THE COMPETITION REVIEWED 
By Arthur Bailey, O.B.E., F.R.1.B.A. 


So much has been said and written 
about the developmenis and _ stan- 
dards of post-war housing that even 
a competition of this importance could 
hardly be expected to produce some- 
thing entirely new; nevertheless, it 
should give a very interesting indica- 
tion as to future developments, and 
the Westminster City Council is to be 
congratulated on promoting the com- 
petition at this time. 

Sixty-four designs were submitted, 
which is few compared with the 80-odd 
received for the Crystal Palace pro- 
ject; but they are generally of a high 
standard. 

Competitors were faced with two 
fundamental problems at the outset: 
(a) whether the scheme should be 
insular or provide for public traffic 
routes, and (b) whether the living 
accommodation should be planned in 
tall or low buildings, with its resultant 
effect on the area of site available for 
other purposes. 

It was not easy 


to provide the 


required density ratio, and the pro- 
posals for building the scheme in 
sections was a further complication. 

In selecting No. 4 (Messrs. Powell 
and Moya), the assessor has decided 
on a compromise which goes a long 
way towards giving the best solution to 
the problem. Through traffic is dis- 
ccuraged from traversing the site, 
although ample service roads are pro- 
vided; and the living accommodation 
is planned in units of varying heights 
arranged to give a more or less even 
density over the whole site. 

Compared with several other lay- 
outs, the winning design gives a first 
impression of overcrowding and 
casualness, but a closer study reveals 
the care and patient thought which 
has been given to its building up. The 
most important quality is the effort to 
recognise the human scale, and so 
avoid the ruthlessness from which so 
many similar large schemes have suf- 
fered in the past. There is a constant 
change in the eomposition of the 
various units in the plan, and the 
arrangement of the open spaces should 
be a perpetual source of interest to the 
residents. 

The architectural treatment must of 
necessity be simple, and a recognisable 
character runs throughout the build- 
ings. The limitation of cost precludes 
elaborate detail, but the proposed 
variations in colour, surface treat- 
ment and window details should avoid 
monotony. The use of sculpture in 
the scheme would be a further help if 
the necessary funds are available. 

The various units fit very well into

the proposed sequence of construction. 
and allow for communal facilities to 
be available from the outset. The 
roads generally are narrow, to accom- 
modate trade and refuse collecting 
vans, etc., and the main traffic is 
pedestrian. The tall blocks are 
generally at right angles to Grosvenor- 
read running north and south, and the 
lowest blocks run_ parallel with 
Grosvenor-road and the river. An 
effort has been made to graduate the 
height of the blocks from the lowest, 
of quite domestic character, on the 
river front, to the highest on Lupus- 
street, thus providing an oblique view 
of the river from the greatest number 
of windows. There are no monu- 
mental entrances, and access to the 
site is at natural points in the scheme. 

Playgrounds and recreation spaces 
are planned with care and understand- 
ing to avoid nuisance to the adjacent 
flats. The living accommodation is 
generally planned in two types of 
dwelling: (a) direct access in pairs, 
and (b) open gallery access, with a 
variation in the latter to give access 
to a third flat. Lifts generally serve 
two flats on each floor in the tall 
blucks, which means that there is no 
alternative lift in case of breakdown. 
The detailed planning of the flats 
leaves little to be desired, but it may 
be found that many of the fitments 
will have to be omitted to achieve the 
limitation in cost. The drawings and 
report on the winning design are very 
well presented and most thorough in 
attention to detail. 

Design Piacep Seconp.—The second 
premiated design, No. 59 (Messrs. Lan- 
chester, Lodge and Partners), is a 
simple, open plan which has much to 
commend it. Most of the living accom- 
modation is provided in tall blocks 
giving large quadrangles, but four of 
these are closed on the south side. The 
placing of the communal buildings is 
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not so satisfactory in a scheme which 
raust be built in stages. The circula- 
tion within the site is very good. 

Destcn Puacep Turrp.—The third 
premiated design, No. 37 (Messrs. 
Dunham and Widdup), shows an in- 
teresting disposition of low blocks in 
relation to tall blocks, with a good 
layout of roads. The elevations to the 
river frontage may not be quite so 
satisfactory. 

Destcn Piacep FourtuH.—The fourth 
premiated design, No. 51 (Messrs. 
Kenyon and Gill), provides the living 
accommodation in tall blocks with 
large quadrangles. This is a very 
interesting design. The layout of 
roads is simple and direct. 


COMMENDED DESIGNS 


No. 20 (Messrs. Nicholas and Dixon- 
Spain) is a classical plan; most of the 
living accommodation is contained in 
very high blocks. The circulation is 
very good, but the central position of 
the communal buildings would pre- 
vent their use until late in the build- 
ing programme. The river front is 
built up with tall buildings. A very 
nicely presented scheme. 

No. 49 (Sir John Brown, Henson and 
Partners) contains a pedestrian way 
running north and south, linking up 
Grosvenor-road, Lupus-street, and the 
communal buildings, from which all 
vehicular traffic is barred. This 
arrangement cuts the circulation of 
service roads in a rather unsatisfac- 
tory manner. Most of the living 
accommodation is. planned in tall 
blocks, three of which rise 100 ft. sheer 
and would require a waiver from the 
L.C.C. It is difficult to trace the cir- 
culation on the block plan. 

No. 6 (Messrs. Wylie and Cowan). 
The layout of roads is good, but very 
difficult to read on the block plan. 
Living accommodation is provided in 
tall units. Gardens are sited on the 
river frontage. 


No. 60 (Messrs. Harrison, Seel and 
Hawkes) contains a number of inter- 
esting features, including an arrange- 
ment for maisonettes. The siting of 
blocks combines the advantages of 
good oblique views of the river with 
east-west aspect to most of the accom- 
modation. The layout of roads is very 
economical. 

There is clearly a conflict of opinion 
between competitors favouring 
romantic and classical layouts. Many 
«f the latter schemes suffer from over- 
regimentation. Some may consider 
that buildings fronting on to the river 
should be larger in scale; in fact the 
tiver frontage as such does not appear 
tu have been given adequate con- 
sideration in many of the designs. 

It has been impossible to mention a 
lot of interesting features ix this short 
review, and the illustrations will repay 
careful study. 


EXHIBITION OF DESIGNS 


THe Mayor of the City of West- 
minster, Mr. E. H. Keeling, M.P., 
formally opened to the public on Mon- 
day an exhibition of the designs. 

Alderman C. P. Russell, chairman 
of the housing committee, said that in 
1943 they began to plan for their post- 
war needs. They decided to extend 
the original area and to build 2,000 
flats on a site of about 33 acres facing 
Grosvenor-road, with a frontage of 
about 600 yards to the river and with 
an average depth of 850 ft. They hoped 
to complete the scheme in four stages; 
only labour and materials would deter- 
mine the rate at which the work could 
be completed. The whole scheme when 
finished would have involved an ex- 
penditure on present estimates of 
more than £4,000,000. It had been the 
desire of the Council to include in their 
competition a layout plan for an addi- 
tional 50 acres, but Westminster was 
not a town planning authority and the 
L.C.C. could not consent. 
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THEORY AND PRACTICE 
IN BUILDING ACOUSTICS 


A paper submitted to the Institution of 
Civil Engineers* last year went very fully 
into the question of acoustics in enclosed 
spaces, opening with the scientific aspects 
of the experiments in sound reflection and 
transmission, and then dealing with 
methods of diminishing the effects of 
these, and also of the appropriate con- 
ditions to be aimed at in public halls used 
for various purposes, 

For the methods of measurement and 
variation in the behaviour of various types 
of noise, we can only refer our readers to 
the paper itself, as any condensation 
would tend to nullify their value, but the 
general conclusions as to the appropriate 
steps to be taken to mitigate the effects 
of noise give important information to 
those concerned with the design and con- 
struction of buildings. This part of the 
paper opens with the following explana- 
tion. ‘If a source of sound operates in 
a room, the sound incident on the walls 
is partly reflected, partly absorbed (that 
is, dissipated into heat) and partly trans- 
mitted. The relative magnitudes of 
these three fractions may vary very widely 
with the nature of the walls. For 
instance, at medium frequencies, for a 
9-in. brick wall finished in hard plaster, 
about 98 per cent. of the incident energy 
is reflected and 2 per cent. absorbed; 
whilst for a heavy curtain the corre- 
sponding values might be of the order of 


5 per cent. reflected, 30 per cent. absorbed 
and the remaining 65 per cent. 
transmitted.”’ 


Calculations indicate that taking the 
average of the range of sound frequency, 
the sound transmission loss depends almost 
solely upon the weight per unit area of 
a wall, and is very largely independent 
of the nature of the material. With 
porous materials, such as felt or clinker 
concrete blocks, sound may be transmitted 
by the motion of the air within the blocks, 
as well as by the motion of the material 
as a whole, such materials being poor 
insulators against air-borne sound. Since 
single partitions of approximately homo- 
geneous nature yield an average trans- 
mission-loss, depending almost entirely on 
the mass per unit area, the insulation can 
be improved only by increasing the mass.

This course has practical limits, how- 
ever, for w or floors of much more 
than 9 in. of brickwork, or 6 in. 
of concrete, would be uneconomical. In 
order to obtain better insulation without 
increase in weight, it is necessary to adopt 
complex partitioning of doubled types. 
In these, the two leaves would be 
separated by an air-space and structurally 
isolated as far as possible. Where ties 
are necessary, the area of these must be 
reduced to a minimum; twisted wire ties 
are to be preferred. 

The width of the cavity is, of course, 
limited to some extent by economic con- 
siderations. In the experiments, 2 in. 
was adopted, but in the case of double 
windows to exclude external noise it was 
found desirable to place them 4 in. apart. 
Lateral or ‘‘ flanking’ transmission has 
also to be guarded against; such as that 
between outer walls, and also floors and 
dividing partitions. By various methods 
discontinuity should be devised, so as to 
approach as nearly as possible the idea 
of lining a room with an independent 
inner shell. In general, something less 
than this will be found adequate, and 
there are many minor measures that give 
amelioration. 

The general principle of using materials 
recognised as faving insulating value at 
crucial connecting points is recognised; 
felt, wood-wool and cork are mentioned, 
and the employment of these in various 
positions has been tested in a small steel- 
framed building at the Building Research 
Station. Steel-framed buildings have an

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advantage by reason of the fact that walls 
and partitions need not bear more than 
their own weight. Insulation of a high 
order is obtainable by proper use of dis- 
continuity, and without excessively heavy 
construction, the total unit weight of a 
triple-leaf party wall being less than that 
of 9-in, brickwork. 

Another factor that has to be con- 
sidered is the impact noises on floors, and 
discontinuity in this case is most im- 

rtant. Various treatments, both for 
walls and floors, are described and illus- 
trated. For walls, there are two general 
alternatives: either an independent 
screen can be erected like the 2j-in. 
clinker concrete one used in the experi- 
ments, or a lining of battens may be 
attached to the structural] walls, yielding 
reasonable results. Wood-wool or fibre 
board is a useful basis if covered with a 
good body of plaster. The illustrations, 
Figs. 1 and 2, show the connections 
between linings and floors. 

For ceilings, either they may be in- 
dependent, carried on the screen walls, or 
suspended below the floor. The indepen- 
dent ceiling is seldom economically prac- 
ticable, and alternative treatments for 
suspended ceilings under concrete floors 
are shown in Fig. 3. 

The arrangement C would be less effec- 
tive than A or B, but should give fair 
results. Floor insulation is particularly 
important in the case of flats, and various 
types of resilient quilts below the screed- 
ing have been employed; then, again, 
surface treatments relying on their re- 
silient character, such as cork, rubber or 
thick linoleum, will deal with the higher 
frequency sounds, though they have only a 
limited effect on those resulting from a 
fall or blow. In the case of wooden floors, 
the tests showed that transmission passes 
through the air space, consequently the 
disconnection of floor and ceiling does not 
offer a solution, neither does pugging seem 
to justify the extra labour and weight. 
The decision is made in favour of more 
robust floor and ceiling membranes, and 
by intermediate horizontal ones dividing 
up the air space, 

Another point to be dealt with is due 
to the transmission of sound vibrations 
laterally along structural walls to the 
reveals of windows and doors; several 
treatments for the former are indicated 
in Fig. 4, and in these cases it is indicated 
that an improvement could be effected by 
insulating one side with bitumen felt. In 
the case of doors, a plywood lining is ad- 
vocated, preferably with one edge set ip 
a groove and not otherwise fixed. Chim- 
neys can be given a course of soft asbestos 
quilt at the floor levels, while the stan- 
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chions in a framed structure must be dealt 
with if they penetrate an insulated area. 


Further studies bring us to the matter 
of the absorption of sound by various 
materials; this can take place in several 
ways. With porous materials, the sound- 
energy is dissipated through friction be- 
tween the material and the moving air 
within the pores; with soft, cornpressible 
materials, by internal friction arising 
from compression; and with slabs capable 
of vibration by the friction arising 
from the bending of the material. These 
various mechanisms of absorption may 
operate singly or in combination in various 
materials, and the efficiency in respect of 
sound frequency is also varied. <A table 
is given indicating this latter, which shows 
the high degree of absorption in the case 
of heavy upholstery and of the human 
body, a factor very convenient in public 
gatherings. 

Another important aspect of the prob- 
lem of noise is reverberation. This quality 
in an interier is especially objectionable 
in workshops using heavy machinery, 
where its influence on the workers is a 
serious matter; the conclusion has been 
reached that the ill effects are mainly due 
he continuity of impact noises by re- 
verberation, and where this has been 
eliminated by absorption treatment the 
resulis have been satisfactory in dimin- 
ished strain and fatigue. The practical 
solution of the problem includes the treat- 
ment of ceilings with absorbents efficient 
in the higher frequencies, and at as low a 
height as practicable; where ceilings are 
high, suspended baffles to intercept vibra- 
tions at a lower level may be added. 

The study of building acoustics is in- 
complete without a reference to audi- 
torium problems. Public halls have often 
to serve severa] purposes, which enhances 
the acoustical problems and demands the 
consideration of the case of their use for 
various purposes. There are three main 
objectives in the acoustics of an audi- 
torium: a good, direct path for sound, 
avoiding confusion from subsequent reflec- 
tions; no such reflections must compete in 
strength with the direct sound, and the 
energy of the sound must be absorbed at 
a correct ratio, providing a right balance 
in the range of frequencies, giving the 
appropriate degree of reverberation while 
preserving that for the higher frequencies. 

As already indicated, the members of 
the audience are powerful absorbents, and

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seating should give everyone an open line 
to the stage or platform, In this respect, 
a level floor is bad, and can only be 
tolerable if the source of sound is placed 
high above it. The change from a flat to 
a ramped floor has been effected in two 
ways: by building up the ramp from 
materials kept in store, or by removing 
the flat floor to expose a permanent 
ramped one below it; a mechanical 
change from one to the other is not 
generally regarded as practicable. 

As regards the reflection of sound 
capable of producing an echo, this will 
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result if a reflecting surface throws it 
back to an auditor after travelung over 
70 it, more than the direct path. Large 
concave surfaces are especially liable to 
give this effect, such as vaults or domes; 
that of the Albert Hall returns a con- 
centrated echo { second late. Analyses 
are to be found in reference books on 
this matter, which has also been dealt 
with in the recent report of the Building 
Research Board’s Committee on Acoustics. 
A comprehensive study of this branch of the 
subject, would involve investigations into 
the principles governing design far beyond 
the scope of the present article. 


OBITUARY 
E. H. Wall. 


The London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion have suffered a severe loss by the 
sudden death in his sleep on the night of 
May 16, of Mr. E. H. Wall, who had that 
day carried out. his work in the office in 
the normal way. Mr. Wall as a youth 
joined the staff of the Association 36 years 
ago. During the whole of that time (writes 
a colleague) he never sought the lime- 
light, but was content to carry out the 
duties entrusted to him with the utmost 
care, and it says much for a man who 
caused his office colleagues to create the 
slogan, ‘* Wall is always right.’” Mr. Wall 
was second to none in his devotion to the 
Association, and he will be long remem- 
bered by all those who had the privilege 
of being associated with him. He was 
a member of Council of the Amateur 





Boxing Association, in which he took 
great interest. 
Mr. Wall was also secretary of the 


Builders’ Clerks’ Benevolent Institution, 
and for many years was collector to the 
Builders’ Benevolent Institution. He 
leaves a widow and two sons. 
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THE ILLUMINATING] ENGINEERING’ CONVENTION 
TWO PAPERS READ IN LONDON 


Tue Illuminating Engineering Conven- 
tion was held in London at the Institution 
of Electrical Engineers from Tuesday, 
May 14, to Friday, May 17. Among the 
papers read at the Convention were those 
on ‘‘ Daylight and Town Planning,’”’ by 
Mr. W. A. Allen, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., of 
the Building Research Station, Garston, 
and ‘‘ Fluorescent Lighting Practice,’ by 
Mr. W. J. Jones. 

We take the following extracts from the 
authors’ papers :— 


DAYLIGHT AND TOWN 
PLANNING 


Mr. ALLEN said: Our work at the 
Building Research Station on this subject 
began before the war; then, during the 
war, as part of the general preparation 
for post-war building, the Building Re- 
search Board was asked by the Ministry 
of Works to set up a committee on the 
lighting of buildings. The committee 
took a wide view of its responsibility and 
encouraged a number of special studies, 
among which were several on the shape 
and relationship of buildings as factors in 
day lighting. 

The simplest case to examine is that of 
two buildings parallel to each other, with 
uniformly high skylines of indefinite 
length—.e., the obstructing skyline as 
seen from the lower floors is horizontal 
and parallel to the plane of the obstructed 
windows. In a case of this kind the most 
significant characteristic of the illumina- 
tion is that the penetration of direct day- 
light ceases rather abruptly along a line 
in the working plane which is termed the 
“‘no-sky line,’’ behind which no view of 
the sky is obtained and only reflected day- 
light is found. The position of the “‘ no- 
sky line’’ is determined geometrically on 
a cross-section through the buildings con- 
cerned by drawing lines from the top edge 
of the obstruction through the profile of 
the window (particularly the window- 
head). These lines intersect the working 
plane along the no-sky line. Whether or 
not the illumination is good or bad in a 
case of this kind depends, of course, upon 
where the no-sky line lies; if it is towards 
the back of the room the transition from 
direct to reflected light is not sc abrupt 
as when the line lies near the window, nor 
is the coritrast in general lightness be- 
tween directly and indirectly lighted areas 
so sharp as in the latter case. The pre- 
cise intensity of the reflected light is, of 
course, a function of the amount. of direct 
light entering the room, the reflection co- 
efficients of the various surfaces, and the 
reflection coefficients cf the external ob- 
struction opposite. 


Alternative Development. 

In most urban districts in this country 
this is the sort of condition which prevails, 
and the question arises whether some 
alternative form of development can be 
found to relieve the situation in any way. 
If we return to the simple case of the 
parallel buildings and rearrange the units 
so that every alternative building lies at 
a right angle to its neighbour, we find that 
although we have in no way changed the 
amount of accommodation on a given site, 
nor the height of the buildings, we have 
effected a radical change in the daylight- 
ing, evident from the shape of the patch 
of sky now visible from the lower floors 
of these buildings. The result has been 
to introduce a great undulation in the sky- 
line, such that some areas of sky now be- 
come visible at very low angles, and the 


light from these can, of course, penetrate 
deeply even into ground-floor rooms. 

This illustrates the major principle that 
the objective in arranging and designing 
buildings in urban districts from the point 
of view of day lighting should not be uni- 
formity of skyline (as seen from the lower 
floors of buildings), but rather one which 
is serrated or undulating. 

For the purpose of comparisons with 
other forms of development, it is conveni- 
ent to represent the orthodox development 
as a simple square of known size ringed 
with buildings of appropriate height and 
width to produce a total floor space index* 
to which the other types of buildings will 
conform. In the present studies‘ the fol- 
lowing will be the data and dimensions 
used : (1) A floor space index of 3; (2) 
blocks 200 ft. square, separated by streets 
60 ft. wide; (3) the buildings 42 ft. wide 
in cross-section (i.e., 18 ft. rooms and a 
6 ft. corridor); (4) buildings eight storeys 
high. 


Other Forms of Layout. 

Probably the most obvious alternative 
form of development is the cruciform, 
with its variants, the ‘“‘I’’ and “ T.”’ If 
the same cross-section of building is main- 
tained and the wings of each building 
reach the edges of the site (i.e., the cross- 
ing elements are 200 ft. in each direction) 
the height necessary to give a floor space 
index of 3 will be fourteen storeys. <A 
“Y”  plan—i.e., with three wings— 
would have to be about seventeen storeys 
high to provide equal floor space. A third 
possibility is a simple rectangular plan, 
with alternate units running at right 
angles to each other, and this would have 
to be 26 storeys high. 

Now, if a representative windowt on 
the ground floor of each type be taken and 
a daylight curve be computed for a cross- 
section through the centre of each win- 
dow, in order to obtain at least a rough 
idea of how these various arrangements 
compare it will be found that the curves 
for outward and inward facing windows 
in the hollow square plan both turn ver- 
tically downwards, which, on the log scale, 
indicates a zero reading—i.e., the no-sky 
line, or ultimate penetration of direct 
light. The curves for the other arrange- 
ments occur in a group, indicating that 
there are probably no very marked differ- 
ences between them in the penetration of 
light ; but the groups as a aie obviously 
represent very much better conditions than 
do the curves for the hollow square, hav- 
ing a penetration at the 0.2 per cent. day- 
light factor level of between 12 and 14 ft., 
with no suggestion of what the ultimate 
limit of penetration may be—i.e., there is 
no indication of where a no-sky line will 
occur. 

It is important to recognise the economic 
implications of such developments as those 
we have been examining. Briefly, the 
following appear to be the chief points :— 

(1) There is a high preportion of 
lettable area in the bigger building units 
as compared with small ones. 

(2) The utilisation of the total ground 
area is more efficient. 

(3) A higher total density can be ac- 





*The density is measured in terms of floor 
space index which is the ratio of the floor space 
to the total site area. An index of about two is 
about the average for the City of London taken 
as a whole, though in areas developed in recent 
years indices of 4, 5 or higher are known. 

+The windows were assumed to be 10 ft. wide 
and 9ft. high, which is representative of urban 
districts; the sill is at working plane level, 
2ft. 9in. above the floor. 
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compmodated with an acceptable level of 
daylighting. Even before the war the de- 
mand for accommodation in the City of 
London exceeded the space available, but 
the daylight standards on the whole were 
already very low. The conflict can be 
resolved to known limits by resort to the 
open plan forms. 

(4) On the whole it seems in the public 
interest to allow certain types of urban 
development to reach fairly high concen- 
trations, provided safety and amenity are 
preserved. This avoids undue extension 
of the city area, with all the consequent 
increased charges of policing, services, 
roads and transport. Also travel-time to 
and from work and between buildings is 
reduced, often very markedly. 


Overcoming Opposition. 

No defence of open planning would be 
needed were it not for the novelty of it 
(which makes us rightly cautious), and for 
some somewhat unfortunate examples of 
the use of high buildings elsewhere. Pos- 
sibly there is another reason in the com- 
mon belief that high buildings are not 
possible here because of foundation diffi- 
culties. We may dispose of the founda- 
tion problem by declaring it a myth in 
the light of the modern knowledge of scil 
mechanics. That much is certain. 

With regard to the point that our cities 
may come to resemble some of the less 
happy places where high buildings have 
been used, we will recognise a fundamen- 
tal difference in the idea; for it is of the 
essence of good urban town planning that 
the general density of development should 
be related to what is desirable in the in 
terests of all, rather than in the interests 
of some. The most unfortunate previous 
example resulted from a very inadequate 
understanding and controi of the factors 
in good planning, and certainly examples 
of unwarranted concentration are to bs 
found. When we place a measurement 
on our factors as we have done here, we 
are in a position to anticipate results. 

Lastly, on design, which is the problem 
of the architect. It is a sine qua non 
that where restrictions are severe, as they 
are on most small urban sites, the alterna- 
tives are few and the design problem is 
often so far delimited as to be less per- 
plexing than when greater freedom and 
greater opportunities are presented. There 
is no doubt, therefore, that what we have 
called open planning will tax self-disci- 
pline and good sense on the part of the 
architect. Bat we may reasonably expect 
that the enhanced opportunities for posi- 
tive achievement in design will on the 
whole yield a credit balance-sheet in the 
matter of architecture. 


THE USES OF FLUORESCENT 
LIGHTING 


THe wider application of fluorescent 
lighting by architects was mentioned by 
Mr. W. 5. Jones in the course of his 
address on “‘ Fluorescent Lighting Prac- 
tice.” 

The speaker said: A major feature of 
the fluorescent lighting era will be the freer 
use of architecture embodying light. The 
author has long held the view that the 
architect of the future is going to place 
great reliance upon the interplay of 
illuminated surfaces, as a means of 
securing architectural effect in interior 
decoration and the engineer will be re- 
quired to provide masses of lighted 
surfaces of a specified brightness, 

The year 1928 saw the advent of archi- 
tecturai lighting, by which luminous 
beams, columns, panels, coves and other 
features became incorporated as part of the 
building design. Its use has hitherto been 
limited by economic considerations, but it 
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is already evident that fluorescent lamps 
can be successfully used for all such pur- 
poses and thereby make a wide extension 
of this form of lighting economically 
practicable. 

Of special interest is the large amount of 
experimental work carried out in connec- 
tion with the fluorescent lighting of 
schools, especially in view of the recom- 
mendations of the I.E.E. Code of Practice 
Committee which require a minimum illu- 
mination of 12 lumens/sq. ft. in normal 
classrooms. 

It would appear that this requirement 
is met, with acceptable diversity factor, 
by an installation of six 80-watt single- 
lamp fluorescent fittings for the ‘‘ desk 
area” of the standard 24 ft. by 24 ft. class. 
room, additional lighting being required 
for the teacher’s area and/or chalkboard. 


Bare Fluorescent Lamps. 

In the various classroom lighting tests, 
protagonists of bare fluorescent lamps have 
been given a fair chance to prove their 
case, but bare lamps seem to be generally 
unsuitable for this application at least, for 
the prevalent low ceilings accentuate the 
mild discomfort glare which may have to 
be endured for prolonged periods and may 
thus become a serious defect. This is 
especially true when the installation is seen 
irom the teacher’s point of view. 

In one of the most outstanding examples 
of lighting for public buildings, cornice 
lighting, chiefly by continuous double lines 
of fluorescent lamps, gives a magnificent 
effect and most certainly enhances the 
appearance of the classical interior. A 
somewhat unexpected effect is also achieved 
in that the details of the highly ornamented 
ceiling and walls are not lost, as one might 
think light coming from so many direc- 
tions would cause them to be, but on the 
contrary, they stand out with a remark- 
able clarity, doubtless owing to the ade- 
quate volume of light provided. The whole 
installation is a first-class example of what 
imagination, coupled with sufficient watt- 
age, can achieve. A number of cornice 
lighting installations have already been 
converted from filament lamps to fluores- 
cent, 

With regard to the shadow characteris- 
tics, or the opposite expression, diffusion 
characteristics, of fluorescent lighting, 
many of the difficulties of artificial lighting 
are associated with the hard shadows 
formed by point sources of light. While 
soft shadows are essential for easy seeing, 
as being one of the factors effecting the de- 
tailed contrast of the object, hard direc- 
tional shadows on the object are confusing. 
Totally indirect lighting gives most free- 
dom from shadow, while a long line source, 
such as that of the fluorescent lamp, is also 
excellent in this respect. 

Concluding, the speaker said: Fluores- 
cent lighting in industry and commerce 
makes ‘‘ daylight lighting ’’ in quality as 
well as quantity a reasonable practicabil- 
ity; it enables architects to design lighting 
for decoration as part of architecture with- 
out sacrifice of lighting for utility and per- 
mits a complete break away from the tradi- 
tional point form of lighting, 


Registration of Building and Engineering 

Contractors. 

Notes for the guidance of applicants for 
certificates of registration as building and 
civil engineering contractors are con- 
tained in a useful booklet recently issued 
by the Ministry of Works to every 
tegistered contractor. The booklet 
lescribes the type of work for which re- 
gistration is necessary, where application 
should be made for registration and sets 
out the conditions of registration. Also 
given is the procedure for the amend- 
ment of certificates and the penalties for 
failure to register. 
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Forth Road Bridge Architect. 

CoLoneL Gomme-Duncan asked the 
Minister of Transport whether Sir Giles 
Scott, of London, was the only architect 
considered for the appointment of con- 
sultant for the Forth Road Bridge; and 
whether he was satisfied that there was 
no suitably qualified architect practising 
in Scotland available for this work. 

Mr. Barnes said that the selection of 
aN architect as consultant for the Forth 
Road Bridge was a matter for the Forth 
Road Bridge Joint Committee. He 
understood that a number of names were 
before the Committee. 


Materials Priority. 

Mr. Hurp asked the Minister of Health 
if his Department’s circular, No. 76/46, 
giving priority in building materials and 
components to new dwellings, was in- 
tended to prohibit the issue of certificates 
for the replacement of defective sanitary 
fittings needed to keep existing houses in 
a fit state for human habitation. 

Mr. SKINNARD asked the Minister of 
Health if he would authorise local 
authorities to award W.B.A. pen 
under the terms of Circular 76/46 to wor 
ordered to be carried out under Statu- 
tory Orders and to similar repairs and 
replacements of an urgent nature where 
the public health was affected, as builders 
and plumbers were unable to obtain mate- 
rials for such work from the merchants 
since manufacturers would not issue 
fresh stock except against W.B.A. 
symbols. 

Mr. Sparks asked the Minister of 
Health what steps he was taking to give 
supply priority for materials required by 
local authorities for urgent housing 
repairs. 

fr. BevaN said that builders’ mer- 
chants had now been instructed that they 
should meet demands for small quanti- 
ties of materials and components for cer- 
tain works of a specially urgent nature, or 
for repairs and other work required by 
statutory notice, notwithstanding the 
absence of priority certificates. 


Production of Baths. 

CaPTAIN CROOKSHANK asked the Minis- 
ter of Works what was the present rate 
of production of baths; to what extent 
their release was being restricted to pre- 
fabricated houses; and for what reason. 

Mr. ToMLINSON said that the present 
production of baths represented an 
annual rate of about 250,000. Of this pro- 
duction, 75 per cent. was of the Magna 
type, which by reason of its dimensions 
was specially suitable for use in tem- 
porary houses. In order that the tem- 
porary houses might be completed for 
occupation as rapidly as possible, the 
manufacturers had been directed to give 
priority in delivery for this use, which 
was at present absorbing the greater part 
of the production of this type of bath. 


Window Frames. 

Mr. Nietp asked the Minister of 
Supply whether he was satisfied that 
deliveries of steel for the manufacture of 
window frames for houses were adequate 
and regular; and what steps he was 
taking to improve the position. 

Mr. Witmor said that there was a 
tempo shortage of steel for window 
frames, but they had already arranged 
for additional production in this country 
and for imports from the Continent, 
which should ensure that supplies were 
sufficient to meet requirements. 


Plastics Raw Materials. 


Mr. Lewis asked the President of the 
Board of Trade if he was aware of the 
rave shortage of raw materials needed 
or the ap ay industries; and whether 
he was taking steps to remedy this. 

Str I. Fraser asked the President of 
the Board of Trade what steps he had 
recently taken, and was taking, to ensure 
inereased supplies of phenolic moulding 
powder, particularly for those firms who 
were having to put employees off, or on 
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short time, on account of the shortage of 
this material. 

Mr. BELCHER said that although 
supplies of plastics raw materials in 
general exceeded pre-war levels, they 
were in many cases insufficient to meet 
the present heavy demands, which arose 
from world shortages of consumer goods. 
Steps had been, and were being, taken 
by our prodycers to expand manufactur- 
ing capacity; import licences were being 
issued in respect of those materials 
needed here which could be obtained 
from abroad. 


Housing Licences. 

In reply to Mr. Butcher, Mr. Bevan 
said he was confident that in the alloca- 
tion of licences, local authorities would, 
so far as the available resources of 
labour and materials permitted, deal 
sympathetically with individual applica- 
tions for the building of houses by 
persons who had no: separate home of 
their own, including ex-Servicemen. 
Houses for which licences had been 
issued had the same priority for labour 
and materials as houses erected by local 
authorities. 


Scottish Housing. 

In reply to Mr. Hoy, Mr. BucHanan 
said the members of the Scottish Special 
Housing Association were as _ follows: 
Mr. James Dalziel (chairman), Mr. W. C. 
Davidson, Mr. G. R. MelIntosh, 
Mr. Thomas Paterson, Mr. J. Coutts 
Morrison, Mr. P. J. G. Rose, Mr. J. 
Stirling, Mrs. M. Monteith, and 
Mr. R..W. Cockburn. Apart from the 
last-named, all were on the Council of 
Management. The Council might be 
strengthened by new members. 


Compulsory Purchase. 

Mr. Sparks asked the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning which 
authorities had applied to him to make 
an Order under Reption 1 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1944; and in 
how many cases the application had been 
acceded to and compulsory purchase 
Orders confirmed. 

Mr. Sitkin said that six authorities, 
the Councils of the County Boroughs of 
Plymouth, Bristol, Coventry, Southamp- 
ton, Exeter, and Swansea, had applied 
for Orders under the Section referred to. 
No such Order had yet been made, but 
a public local inquiry into the first of 
two such applications made by the 
County Borough of Plymouth had 
recently been held. 


The Green Belt. 

Mr. Boyp-CarPenter asked the Minister 
of Town and Country Planning whether 
it was the policy of his department to 
continue to prohibit building in the 
Green Belt. 

Mr. SIKIN said that the policy of His 
Majesty’s Government set out in that 
statement with regard to the Green Belt 
remained unchanged. 


Imported Timber. 

In reply to Mr. Spence, Mr. BetcHER 
said that approximately 3,600 tons of 
wood and timber were recorded as 
imported into this country from Germany 
during March, 1946, imports prior to that 
month being negligible. Imports from 
the British occupied zone were not 
distinguished from imports from other 
parts of Germany. 


New Factories. 

In reply to Mr. 8. Shephard, Mr. Tox- 
LINSON said that 2,831 licences had been 
granted for new factories and for exten- 
sions to existing factories since VJ-Day. 
The total would be in the neighbourhood 
of 30,000,000 sq. ft., of which about 
14,000,000 sq. ft. would be in development 
areas. 


Brickmaking. 

In reply to Mr. Gaitskell, Mr. Tomiin- 
sON said that the number of prisoners- 
of-war to be employed in brickmaking 
would depend upon the availability of 
British recruits. On April 27, 2,300 
prisoners were employed in brickworks.

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HOUSING : SIZE OF FLATS 
M.O.H. RECOMMENDATIONS 


A numMBeER of local authorities in the 
London Region have asked the M.O.H. for 
more specific guidance as to the sizes of 
flats, In the Housing Manual it was stated 
that, generally, room sizes in flats should 
be much the same as in houses for the 
same number of occupants. The Minister, 
it is stated, thinks it important to pre- 
serve this in the case of bedrooms, the 
minimum size of which should be: 1st 
bedroom, 135 sq. ft.; other double bed- 
fora 110 sq. ft.; ‘single bedrooms, 70 
sq. It. 

Somewhat different considerations arise 
in regard to the planning of the remaining 
accommodation. It is important to allow 
the fullest degree of flexibility in design 
and arrangement, and it is not proposed to 
prescribe any specific sizes of the individ- 
ual rooms, though regard should be had to 
the recommendations in the Housing 
Manual. Close attention must also be 
given to the economical use of labour and 
materials. The actual sizes of flats can, 
however, be less than those of houses of 
similar accommodation inasmuch as the 
staircase is omitted and washhouses and 
utility rooms are usually, and more econo- 
mically, provided as communal services. 
The Minister considers that it should be 
possible to provide bedrooms of the mini- 
mum size and adequate living room and 
service accommodation within the follow- 
ing areas :—

(In each case the measurements are within 
the containing walls and exclude the areas 
of balconies, whether external or internal, 
staircases and communal facilities.) 

Flats are generally more expensive to 
build than are cottages, and the local 
authority, before putting forward their 
proposals, will doubtless have very care- 
ful regard to the probable cost of erection 
and the rents that they will need to 
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DISTRIBUTION OF BUILDING 


MATERIALS 


M.0.W. ARRANGEMENTS 


A SCHEME was introduced on April 25 
for the purpose of guiding supplies of 
building materials and components, 
through normal trade channels, to housing 
and other construction work of equal 
priority. The Ministry of Works states 
that, under the scheme, supplies that are 
available when priority demands have 
been met may be distributed to non- 
priority work. While materials are scarce, 
certain types of work must be curtailed 
and unessential work must be postponed 
in order that greater numbers of homes 
may be provided. This means that smal! 
jobbing builders and others who may not 
be at present on priority work may find 
it necessary to engage in such work so 
long as the shortage of materials lasts. 

There are three classes of work for which 
building materials and components should 
be released without formality, whether 
or not a building licence is required : 
These are ; (a) Sanitary repairs and similar 
emergency work; (b) Small urgent repairs 
to safeguard structural stability; and (c) 
Small urgent repairs for which a Statutory 
Notice has been served. 

Distributors have been asked to meet 
the requirements of these classes of work 
from their stocks. Arrangements have 
also been made for distributors to receive 
priority for the replacement of stocks sup- 
plied ior these purposes. 

The priority distribution scheme in itself 
neither increases nor decreases the supply 
of building materials and components. Its 
aim is to direct supplies to building work 
where they are most needed so long as 
the demand for urgent priority work con- 
tinues. 

The Minister of Works is keeping a close 
watch on the working of this scheme, in 
consultation with the organisations mainiy 
concerned, which include the Distributors 
of Building Supplies Joint Council, the 
National Count of Building Material Pro- 
ducers, the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers and the Federation 
of Civil Engineering Contractors.

boilers, have been added to this heading, 
having been transferred from the heading 
** Manufactures wholly or mainly of non- 
precious metal,’’ which has been deleted. 

The heading ‘‘ Distempers, » lacquers, 
varnishes, paints, paste paints (including 
metallic pastes) and painters’ enamels pre- 
pared or ready mixed ”’ has been amended 
to exclude the following classes of goods: 
Artists’ and students’ oil and water 
colour boxes; children’s paint boxes; 
artists’ outfits and poster and showcard 
outfits exported as a whole im boxes or 
other containers.

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ARMY TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
FOR BOYS, CHEPSTOW 


SEVERAL classrooms and an administra- 
tive block built by boys of the Army 
Technical School at Beachley Camp, near 
Chepstow (Mon) were among features seen 
by Press representatives who visited the 
school on May 14. 

The schoo] trains boys as tradesmen for 
the Regular Army with a view to their 
becoming senior non-commissioned officers 
and warrant officers in the Corps to which 
they are eventually posted. i is one of 
the only two of its kind in the kingdom— 
the other is at Arborfield, near Reading— 
and after having been in existence for over 
20 years it numbers amongst its ‘‘ old 
boys ’’? many officers, warrant officers and 
senior N.C.0.s. 

There are at present about 650 boys 
undergoing their three years’ training at 
the school, where the tollowing trades are 
now taught: Building trades (bricklayer 
and mason, carpenter and joiner), fitters, 
vehicle mechanics, electricians, black- 
siniths and sheet metal workers. 

Entry to the school is by means of an 
examination held half-yearly throughout 
Great Britain. Details of the syllabus and 
jorms of application to attend are avail- 
able from any recruiting office, and appli- 
cations for the next examination must 
reach recruiting officers by June 4. Age 
limits at which boys may sit for the ex- 
amination are over 14 years and 6 months 
and under 15 years and 6 months. A 
medical examination is held prior to the 
examination. 

No premium is demanded from parents, 
and boys receive Army rates of pay from 
the date of their enlistment. The boys are 
fed (under the supervision of an officer of 
the Army Catering Corps), clothed and 
accommodated free, and receive free medi- 
cal and dental treatment. They have a 
fortnight’s holiday at Christmas and 
Easter, and a month in the summer, for 
which they receive free travelling warrants 
to their homes. 

The Trades Unions recognise the course 
of training carried out at the school as 
equivalent to apprenticeship at the trade 
concerned. All boys considered compe- 
tent are entered for the City and Guilds 
Examinations whilst at the school, and last 
year 77 boys succeeded in passing these 
examinations, 

Boys who successfully complete their 
three years’ training leave the school not 
only as Army Tradesmen Class III, but 
also with the Army First Class Certificate 
of Education and having completed a 
syllabus of military training which approxi- 
mates to that carried out at a Primary 
Training Wing. Outstanding boys also 
obtain the Army Special Certificate of 
Education, and a considerable number take 
individual subjects in this examination, 
which may be completed in stages. 

The Commandant, Lieut.-Col. P. B. 
Cuddon, M.C., in welcoming visitors, said 
the establishment is run as closely as pos- 
sible as a school, with especial emphasis 
on a corporate healthy life. A company 
organisation corresponds to the ‘‘ house ”’ 
system prevalent in most large schools, and 
a high standard is reached in physical fit- 
ness and games. In its present location, 
on the peninsula between the Severn and 
the River Wye, the school has playing- 
fields of which any school in England 
might well be proud, including in addition 
to football, hockey and cricket grounds a 
special athletic sports track.

EQUIPMENT 
A RECENT DEMONSTRATION. 


Ong of the main reasons for the slow 
progress in the nation’s rebuilding pro- 
gramme is the shortage of labour. An 
indication of how the engineering skill of 
an English firm is helping to overcome 
this problem was given on Tuesday, May 
14, when members of the East Midlands 
branch of the Institution of Municipal 
and County Engineers visited the Invicta 
Works of Messrs. Aveling-Barford, at 
Grantham. 

Executives of the firm, welcoming the 
visitors, emphasised that the works had 
not yet got into the full swing of peace- 
time production after years of turning out 
fighting equipment for the allied Forces, 
but the demonstrations which followed 
showed that the urgency of the situation 
on the building site was fully recognised, 
and no time had been lost in producing 
equipment for a variety of purposes 

The Barford drainage machine, which is 
claimed to be capable of cutting at 7 ft. 
per minute, demonstrated the cutting of 
a drain trench 27 in. deep, 5 in. wide at 
the bottom and 11 in. widé at the top, 
leaving clean walls and bed and 4n even 
distribution of spoil, 

A one-man-operated _trench-cutting 
machine cuts 11 in. or 18 in. wide and to 
a depth of 3 ft. 6 in., depth of cut being 
controlled by a handwheel. Cutting speeds 
range from 25 ft. to 175 ft. per hour 
according to soil and size of trench. These 
two machines are a marked improvement 
on hand labour for excavation work, and 
the Aveling-Barford calfdozer was demon- 
strated as being an admirable expedient 
for replacing spoil following the comple- 
tion of trench and drain-cutting opera- 
tions. Manceuvrability in restricted spaces 
is a marked feature of the calfdozer. 

A: vibratory concrete finisher for run- 
way construction, and petrol and diesel 
dumpers for the distribution of building 
materials on the site, were also demon- 
strated.

COMPULSORY PURCHASE ORDER OF 
LAND FOR HOUSING QUASHED 


Kiye’s Bunce Dryision. 
Before Mr. Justice CHARLEs. 
In Re Mowsley No. 1 Compulsory 
Purchase Order, 1944, 

This case raised an important question 
as to whether the Minister of Health was 
justified in confirming a compulsory pur- 
chase order by which the R.D.C. of 
Market Harborough claimed to acquire 
for housing purposes a piece of land about 
14 acres, which formed part of a farm 
belonging to Mr. George Stafford at 
Mowsley. 

Mr. H. A. Hill, for Mr. Stafford, applied 
that the confirmation order should in the 
circumstances be quashed. He said that 
the local authority had served Mr. 
Stafford with notice that they proposed 
to acquire the piece of land belonging to 
him and to which Mr. Stafford objected 
on several grounds—that it was unsuitable 
for building purposes because of lack of 
water; that there were more suitable sites 
in the village available, and that the 
taking of his land would not only spoil 
the chaactan of the village but would in- 
jure his farm. Under the Housing Act, 
1936, if the owner of land proposed to be 
taken objected against the pro 1 to the 
Minister the latter was bound to hold a 
local inquiry, but under the Act of 1944— 
the Housing (Temporary Provisions) Act, 
1944—the question as to whether there 
should be a local inquiry or not was left 
to the discretion of the Minister to decide. 

Mr. Hill contended that although the 
Minister was now relieved from the obli- 
gation from holding a public inquiry he 
must act in accordance with the principles 
of justice. The Minister had taken a 
statement from the Council to whom he 
had shown Mr. Stafford’s notice of objec- 
tion, to the effect that a water diviner 
had stated that in his opinion water would 
be obtainable on the land, and further 
that no other land which was suitable was 
available; that the alternative land 
offered by Mr. Stafford was not suitable, 
and that the taking of the piece of land 
proposed would not injure Mr. Stafford’s 


arm. 

Mr. Hill said that the Minister did not 
communicate that statement to Mr. 
Stafford, and without hearing anythin 
which he might have to say confirme 
the order which had been submitted by 
the Council. In these circumstances he 
asked the judge to quash the order. 

Mr. H. L. Parker, on behalf of the 
Minister of Health, opposed the pe 
tion upon the ground that as the Minister 
had had before him Mr. Stafford’s objec- 
tions to the purchase order and the 
answers of the Council, he was fully in 
a position to decide fairly between the 
parties. Mr. Stafford was not entitled to 
a public inquiry, and there was nothing 
in the Acts providing for a private inquiry 
or informal hearing. = 

His lordship, in the course of givin 
judgment, said the answers of the Counci 
to the Minister in reply to Mr. Stafford’s 
objections were full of controversial matter 
and those answers had never been com- 
municated to Mr. Stafford, and he knew 
nothing until he received a notice that the 
order had been confirmed. It was going 
much too far to say that once the objec- 
tion of the land-owner had been sent in 
no further argument was required. Mr. 
Stafford ought to have had the oppor- 
tunity of correcting or explaining the 
Council’s statements. The mere sending 
in by Mr. Stafford of his objection was 
not an adequate presentation of his case 
and was no more than an adumbration of 
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it. In these circumstances, the confirma- 
tion order of the Minister must be 


quashed. 

Order accordingly. 

TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
ACT, 1943, AND ADVERTISING 
PANELS PAINTED ON EXTERNAL 

WALL OF A HOUSE

Leicester City Council v. Mills and 
Rockleys, Ltd. 

This was a special case stated by the 
Justices of the City of Leicester in pro- 
ceedings taken under the first schedule 
of the Town and Country Planning 
(Interim Development) Act, 1943, referring 
to advertising panels painted on one 0: 
the external walls of a house of which 
Mills and Rockleys, Ltd., were the 
owners, with, the intention of displaying 
advertisments,, thereon. The Leicester 
City Council challenged this right and con- 
tended that the owners had no right to 
use the wall in that way. 

The matter came before the Justices, 
who held: that the painting on the wall 
was a ‘‘development’’ within Section 5 
of the Act of 1943, and they upheld the 
contention of the Council: and dismissed 
the appeal. 

Messrs. Mills and Rockleys, Ltd., now 
appealed by way of a special case. 

A. M: Goddard, K.C., and Mr. 
J. P. Stimson appeared for the appellants, 
and Mr. J. L. McEvoy for the Council. 

The Court held that the Justices came 
to an incorrect conclusion and the appeal 
was allowed with costs. 

Lord, Goddard ‘held that there was 
nothing in the Act of 1943 which referred 
to Section 47 of the Act of 1932, or which 
cut down the emphatic prohibition which 
it contained against the inclusion in a 
scheme of any provision prohibiting or con- 
trolling the use of structures for the 
purpose of advertising. 


RENT RESTRICTION AND QUESTION 
OF “STANDARD RENT” 


Court oF APPBAL. 

Before Lorps Justices Scorr and Tucker 
and Mr. Justice EversHep. 
Macmillan and Co., Ltd., v. Rees. 

The question to be decided in this case 
was what.in the events which had hap- 
pened. was, under the Rent Restriction 
Acts, the “standard rent’’ of premises 
in Orange Street, Haymarket, » Hak 
W., and came before the Court on the 
appeal.of the defendant, the tenant of the 
premiens, from the judgment of Judge 

rucquer at Westminster County Court 
holding the rent to be £100 a year. 

The plaintiffs, Messrs. Macmillan and 
Co., Ltd,, as the landlords of the premises, 
brought the action to recover irom the 
defendant the tenant £7 9s. 1d., the 
alleged arrears of rent as due from him. 

e material facts of the case were as 
follows: The premises in question had 
been in March, 1938, let by the plaintiff's 

predecessor in title to a then tenant at a 

rental of £100 a year. The letting was 

for one year certain and afterwards to be 
subject to be terminated by three months’ 
notice on either side. By the agreement 
the tenant. covenanted that the demised 
premises should be used only for the 
carrying on of a business or travel agent, 
but there was a proviso that the tenant 
or his partner could sleep on the premises 
if they so desired. As a matter of fact 
those persons did from the end of March, 
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1938, to the beginning of Amgust) 1938, 
sleep and eat meals on the premises, but 
not after that date, and that letting came 
to an end on September 29, 1939. 

After remaining vacant until July, 
1940, the premises were let by the plain- 
tiffs to the defendant as a dwelling-house 
at a rental of £78 a year, and in June, 
1945, the landlords gave the tenant 
notice of increase of rent from £78, as the 
contract rent, to £100 a year, which they 
contended was in the circumstances 
the “‘ standard rent’’ of the premises, If 
under the letting of March, 1938, the 
premises were let as a dwelling-house, the 
rent would be properly reckoned. at £100 
a year, but if that letting did not amount 
to a letting of a dwelling-house, the first 
letting of the premises as a dwelling-house 
did not happen until July, 1940, when 
the premises were let to the defendant 
when the standard rent would properly 


The County Court Judge held that the 
permission given by the landlord under 
the lease of March, 1938, that the tenant 
could, if he liked, sleep on the premises, 
was sufficient to make that letting as that 
of a dwelling-house, and therefore in his 
opinion the standard rent in the present 
case was £100 a year. 

From this result the 
appealed. 

The appeal was allowed, their lordships 
holding that the mere fact of eating and 
sleeping on particular premises did not 
by itself constitute a use of the premises 
as a dwelling-house. On a fair interpre- 
tation the permission given to the tenant 
(under the agreement of March, 1938) to 
sleep on the premises if so desired, did 
not contemplate use of them as a dwelling- 
house in any fair sense, as such user 
would have involved a breach of the 
restrictive covenant not to use the 
premises for other than business purposes. 

The appeal was accordingly allowed 
and judgment entered for the defendant. 

Mr. R. M. Wilson appeared for the 
appellant; and Mr. 8. Green for the 
respondents, the landlords.

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TRAINING for BRICKMAKERS 


MINISTRY OF LABOUR SCHEME 


Tue Minister of Labour and National 
Service, after consultation with the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Brick and Allied Industries, has approved 
a scheme to assist employers in the 
building: brick industry in England and 
Wales to give training in their own 
establishments in the four skilled oecu- 

ations of hand moulder, brick setter, 
rick drawer, and kiln burner. The 
extension of the plan to Scotland (which 
has a separate National Joint Council 
for this industry) is under discussion. 

A very large increase in brick produc- 
tion is urgently required in order to meet 
the needs of the national building 
programme, and it is therefore of great 
importance that additional workpeople 
should be recruited for the industry. 
Various steps are being taken to expand 
all grades of the labour force employed, 
and these steps now include the provision 
of training for’ the more responsible or 
skilled jobs in brick works. : 

The scheme is part of the Vocational 
Training Scheme, and embodies the 
general provisions relating to training 
fees payable to employers and mainten- 
ance grants and allowances to trainees. 
There is, however, one important 
departure from the general scheme. The 
normal conditions of eligibility will not 
apply to training in brickmaking; train- 
ing will be open to all persons not at 
present employed in the industry, 
provided they are suitable for the work. 
uitability, having regard to the nature 
of the four occupations specified, will 
depend mainly on the physical fitness 
and stamina of the man. 

The period of training will be three 
months for a hand moulder, brick setter 
or brick drawer, and six months for a 
kiln burner. While undergoing training. 
the trainee will normally paid at the 
national minimum rate of wages for the 
industry (at present, 1s. lld. an hour), 
but, piecework rates may be paid by 
mutual agreement towards the end of 
the training in the first three occupations, 

An emplover prepared to provide 
training under the scheme will be 
required to undertake to retain the 
trainee in his employment, in the occu- 
pation for which he has been trained, 
for at least 12 months after the 
completion of the training period. 

Employers have been asked by the 
National Joint Council to review their 
labour needs and notify vacancies fo the 
local Employment Exchange, and the 
Exchanges have been asked by the 
Ministry to take urgent steps to fill 
vacancies so notified. 

‘Employers have’ also been asked to 
help the Exchanges by supplying 
information about lodging accommoda- 
tion available in their localities for 
workers who might be transferred from 
other districts for training under the 
scheme. 


Local Government Exhibition. 


In order to make more widely known 
the scope and importance of the work of 
the Council and to create a better under- 
standing of its heavv responsibilities. a 
Local Government Exhibition is being 
held in the Town Hall, Paddington, from 
May 20-25. The exhibition will remain 
open daily from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. (Satur- 
day, 5 p.m.). As as possible, the 
exhibition will be essentially of local 
interest, and will partly take the form of 
panels, screens, and “live” exhibits. A 
simple explanatory narrative will show 
the growth of the parish of Paddington 
to its present size and importance and 
will illustrate. the development and 
expansion of the Council’s services pro- 
vided for the community. A feature of 
the exhibition will be an information 
bureau where those attending will be 
encouraged to ask questions concerning 
the functions and activities of the 
Council.
